NYPD says rape 
allegations against 
Harvey Weinstein are 
‘credible and detailed.’

The New York Police De- 
partment stepped up the 
pressure on movie mogul 
Harvey Weinstein on Friday, 
saying it had received a 
“credible” rape allegation 
from an actress, had cor- 
roborated parts of her story 
and was gathering evidence 
for an arrest warrant. 

Paz de la Huerta has said 
she told New York police 
that in 2010, Weinstein raped 
her twice. The “Boardwalk 
Empire” actress gave a de- 
tailed account to Vanity Fair, 
published Thursday. 

NYPD’s chief of detect- 
ives, Robert Boyce, told re- 
porters Friday that investi- 
gators found her account be- 
lievable and that, in the nine 
days since she gave her re- 
port to them, they have cor- 
roborated portions of her 
statement and that subpoe- 
nas have been issued. 

Friday’s public state- 
ments by Boyce — flanked 
by New York Mayor Bill de 
Blasio and Police Commis- 
sioner James P. O’Neill— are 
the most high-profile move 
by law enforcement against 
the beleaguered film pro- 
ducer, who for the last 
month has faced a plethora 
of allegations from several 
dozen women accusing him 
of sexual harassment, sexu- 
alassault and rape spanning 
four decades. 

Atleast 13 have filed sexu- 
alassault reports with police 
in Los Angeles, Beverly Hills, 
New York and London. 

“She put forth a credible 
and detailed narrative,” 
Boyce said. “We found cor- 
roboration.... We have an ac- 
tual case here.” If Weinstein 
were in New York now and 
the alleged rapes were re- 
cent, Boyce said, “we would 
go right away and make the 
arrest. No doubt. But we are 
talking about a 7-year-old

A big step in L.A. River revival 


Inflatable dam and a 
water wheel will keep 
the river wetter and 
limit runoff to ocean.

Hydrologist Mark Hanna 
stood on the North Broad- 
way Bridge recently and 
gazed out on an industrial 
vista of treated urban runoff 
flowing down the Los Ange- 
les River channel between 
graffiti-marred concrete 
banks and train trestles 
strewn with broken glass. 

The forlorn scene is in 
marked contrast to the vi- 
sion city officials and envi- 
ronmentalists long imag- 
ined for the river: Revivingit 
from a concrete wasteland 
into a nature center and rec- 
reational area.

Netflix will still 
be standing after 
‘House’ collapse

When “House of Cards” 
debuted in 2013, it cata- 
pulted Netflix into a whole 
new level of Hollywood rec- 
ognition and acclaim. The 
dark political series about 
an unscrupulous Washing- 
ton power couple became 
Netflix’s first breakout hit, 
planting a flag for the 
streaming service in the

competitive world oforiginal 
TV programming. 

But just as its protago- 
nist Frank Underwood fell 
ignominiously from power 
last season, the series itself 
has collapsed in scandalous 
fashion following allegations 
around actor Kevin Spacey, 
who has been accused of sex- 
ual harassment and assault 
by numerous men including 
employees on the show. 

Netflix isn’t the only com- 
pany left holding the bag. 
Media Rights Capital is the 
production company that 
owns the series and licenses 
it to Netflix. Since news 
about Spacey broke Sunday, 
followed by additional alle- 
gations, the companies 
moved quickly to cancel the 
seventh season of “House of 
Cards” and put production 
of the sixth season on indefi- 
nite hold. 

While the scandal repre- 
sents a public-relations de- 
bacle for Netflix, it isn’t likely 
to materially affect the com- 
pany, even though “House of 
Cards” remains one of its 
most popular series, experts 
said. 

“I think of ‘House of 
Cards’ as atrampoline,” said 
Paul Levinson, a professor of 
media and communications 
at Fordham University. 
“Netflix put it up, jumped on 
it and Netflix got so high 
that it no longer needs

volves placing a giant inflat- 
able dam near the historic 
bridge. 

“We expect a final permit 
from the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers by year’s end,” 
said Hanna, who helped de- 
sign the $10-million project 
for Metabolic Studio, a di- 
rect charitable activity ofthe 
Annenberg Foundation. 
“Construction could begin 
in January.” 

The dam would create an 
impoundment area that 
would drive a 70-foot water 
wheelwith buckets designed 
to lift 80 gallons per minute, 
splashing their contents 
into a stream landscaped 
with cottonwood trees adja- 
cent to the Los Angeles 
State Historic Park, just 
north of downtown. It would 
keep more water in the river, 
and reduce wastewater run- 
offinto the ocean. 

The rubber dam would be 
among the largest pieces of

Epic partnership ends 


LAPD cops part ways after decades on their beat

Doublemint Twins, Heckle and Jeckle. 
In the Los Angeles Police Depart- 


ment, partners typically last a year or two 


The cops have patrolled together for 
more than 28 years, one behind the wheel, 
the other riding shotgun, scanning the 
streets ofnortheast Los Angeles for signs 
of trouble. 

Both are bald with mustaches, as set 
in their ways as a married couple. Duarte, 
the smoother talker, is first to approacha 
suspect or defuse a tense situation. Mar- 
inelli, whose “aw, shucks” demeanor 
masks a sly wit, hangs back to stand 
guard. 

They are friendly or fearsome, de- 
pending on what they think you deserve. 
Homeless people and street vendors get a 
pass. Car thieves do not. Their adver- 
saries call them Los Dobermans, the 


in the same car. Sometimes, working 
styles clash. More often, someone gets 
transferred or promoted. A decade to- 
gether is long, three unheard of. 

Patrolling in Cypress Park on a late 
afternoon last fall, they recall the tragedy 
and mayhem they have seen on these 
streets. They point to the alley where 
Marinelli fatally shot an armed man in 
1993. Around the corner on Bank Street 
two years later, a 3-year-old girl was killed 
by gang members. 

This is one of the last days Harold 
Marinelli and J.C. Duarte will work to- 
gether. Marinelli is leaving for knee 
surgery, then retirement.

ASIA 
FEELS 
PUSH 
FROM 
TRUMP 


His messages resonate 
as the region leans 
away from democracy.

BEIJING — Liberal 
Cambodians have never had 
it easy, but this year has 
robbed many ofhope. 

Prime Minister Hun Sen, 
in power since the 1980s, has 
jailed an opposition leader, 
expelled nonprofit workers 
and shut down an independ- 
ent newspaper. “Descent 
Into Outright Dictatorship,” 
screamed a headline on its 
final front page. 

For years, these Cambo- 
dians have looked to the U.S. 
both as an example of the 
virtues of democracy and — 
as a major source of aid — a 
check on their own govern- 
ment’s authoritarian im- 
pulses. But they say Presi- 
dent Trump’s tirades 
against the press and appar- 
ent fondness for strongmen 
have left them rudderless. 

“Activists in autocratic 
regimes usually point to the 
U.S. as a model,” said Virak 
Ou, a prominent Cambodi- 
an human rights activist. 
“But Trump has almost de- 
stroyed that, in a way.” 

President Trump set off 
Friday for a 12-day, five- 
country visit to Asia, the 
longest of his presidency. Af- 
ter an initial stop Friday in 
Hawaii, Trump is traveling 
to Japan, Vietnam, the Phil- 
ippines, South Korea and 
China — and though he’ll fo- 
cus mainly on North Korea’s 
nuclear weapons program 
and U.S. trade imbalances, 
he’llalso find a region sliding 
ever further from liberal de- 
mocracy, with repression, 
censorship and one-man 
rule on the rise. 

Myanmar has driven 
more than 600,000 ethnic 
Rohingya into neighboring 
Bangladesh in a campaign 
of killing and arson that the 
United Nations has called a 
“textbook example” of eth- 
nic cleansing. Philippine 
President Rodrigo Duterte’s 
“war on drugs” has killed 
thousands of people without 
due process. And the Chi- 
nese Communist Party last 
week added President Xi 
Jinping’s ideology — which 
harbors tacit disdain for 
“Western-style” democracy
